Dueto a lack of trained and certified individuals to perform
the activities required by the HUD regulations, housing
agenciesn Wisconsin have been forced to ask HUD for a
6-month extension before beginning enforcement of the
regulations. To be grantedhe extension, the agencies must
providea planfor increasing the number of certified persons

to meet the demand by March 15, 2001. If HUD does not grant

an extension, millions of dollars in federal funding for
rehabilitationand lead hazard reduction may be lost.

In addition to the demand for certified persgeserated
by the HUD regulations, Act1B is generating its own

According to the
Centersfor Disease Control and Prevention, over 3,000
youths begin smoking every day in the United States. In
Wisconsinalone, there has been a 19 percent increase in high
schooltobacco use since 1993, with over 38 percent of high
schoolyouth smoking a cigarette in the last month. This
increasan youth tobacco use is particularly threatening since
over90 percent of current smokers began smoking before the
ageof 18. Of the current 1 million smokers irid&bnsin, half
will die from tobacco-related diseases such as emphysema,
lung cancerheart disease and stroke.

In addition, tobacco use among specific populations
continuesto present an ongoing threat to the health
Wisconsincitizens. Visconsin has a ratef tobacco use
amongpregnant wometthat is 30 percent higher than the
national average. In addition, the national smoking rate
amongAfrican—American youth doubled from 14 percent in
1993to 28 percent in 1997. Finallthe 48% smoking rate of
Medicaidrecipients is twice the rate of the general population.

The ongoing andemeging health impacts and costs
associatedwith tobacco use necessitate the immediate
implementationof the comprehensive initiative to address
tobaccouse in Visconsin.
